ASKS SEVERE MEASURES. 


Mr. Money of Mississippi Says

‘M’CUMBER FOR DISCHARGE. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Severe denunciations of the practice 
of hazing at the West Point Mil- 
itary Academy were uttered by Unit- 
ed States Senators today. It was de- 
clared the hazing could be stopped if the 
army authorities desired. 

Mr. Money said were he a student at West 
Point and be treated with such cowardly 
brutality he would have the lives of his 
tormenters if he had to wait a century for 
his revenge. 

Mr. Allen insisted the hazing should be 
stopped or the military academy disman- 
tled and the system abandoned. 

Mr. McCumber of North Dakota also ex- 
pressed himself vigorously on the subject. 
The discussion was an incident of the de- 
bate ‘on the army reorganization bill. 


Held Worse than Barbarians. 


. Mr. Allen, the first to speak on the practice 
of hazing, declared that brutality had been 


developed at West Point which ought not 


to be expected to exist among barbarians. 


This thing called hazing—prize-fighting!”’ | 


exclaimed Mr. Allen, why, the prizefighter 
is a gentleman compared with some of those 
young ruffians at West Point. Indeed, life 
has been lost recently. 

These things,“ shouted Mr. Allen, take 
place with the knowledge of the officers of 
the institution. These new cadets are com- 
pelled to eat soap, they are compelled to get 
down on their knees and jump like frogs, and 
they are compelled to endure other indigni- 
ties which I would not dare in this apie: 
to mention. 


To Stop Hazing or Kill Cadets. 
Some of the regular army officers say 


hazing cannot be helped—that it cannot be 
prevented. You place one of the old volun- 


teer officers at the head of that institution 
and in six weeks he will put a stop to it or 


there will be some dead cadets there. 
With authority I would stop that brutal- 


ity at West Point,“ declared Mr. Allen, or

Blames Sons of Army Officers. 

1 have information which leads me to 
believe that hazing at West Point is resorted 
to for the purpose of forcing out of the in- 
stitution cadets appointed from civil life in 
order to make room for the sons of army 
officers.’’ 

. Mr. Gallinger interrupted to say that the 
testimony. taken by the investigating com- 
mittee showed that young Grant and young 
Sheridan had been hazed quite as seriously 
as any others. 

Mr. Money declared that the hazing never 
was warranted and that he knew of some 
cadets who had been hazed to the point of 
danger. 

They were hazed to a degree,“ said Mr. 
Money, with deep feeling, that would have 
warranted the hazee in killing the hazers.’’ 

They ought to have been killed,“ inter- 
jected Mr. Allen. 


Would Slay His Persecutors. 

“And I want to say,“ continued Mr. 
Money, “that if I were a cadet at West 
Point and was hazed in so cowardly and 
brutal a manner I would kill the hazers, if 
the opportunity did not come for 100 years 
afterward.” 

Continuing his discussion of the action 
of the cadets at West Point, Mr. Allen said: 

„Those cadets carry hazing almost to the 
extent of taking life, and in one instance re- 
cently they have taken life, and the Senator 


from Mississippi (Money) says they nave 


taken life in several instances.”’ 


Advocates Offenders’ Discharge. 
Mr. McCumber vigorously handled the 
practice of hazing at West Point. That 
practice,“ said he, “ creates the worst char- 
acter of brutality and the worst character 
of cowardice. Any bully who is .guilty of 
attempting to punish one who is physically 
unable to meet him is such a coward that he 
should be discharged from the service.“ 


Testimony at West Point. 


West Point, N. T., Jan. 16.—The Congres- 
sional committee today got down to the bot- 
tom of the hazing practiced at the academy 
during the last four years, and while at least 
a dozen other witnesses have yet to be ex- 
amined in this connection the committee has 
laid out the work for finishing the inquiry be- 
fore the end of the week. 

Three witnesses were examined during the 
day. They were Cadets Mahaffey, Dockery, 
and Pegram. All three were thoroughly ex- 
amined by Congressmen Wanger, Driggs, 
Smith, and Clayton. 

Cadet B. O. Mahaffey admitted that the 
purpose of calling out a fourth class man 
was to have him whipped. 

Cadet Albert B. Dockery of Missouri ac- 
knowledged that he had exercised young

HAS SCOURGE SHE FOUGHT 


VOLUNTEER SMALLPOX NURSE 
HERSELF A VICTIM. 


Mary Kopischke, Who Cared for Sick 
on the Levee, Contracts the Disease 

“ and Is Taken to the Isolation Hospi- 
tal—There She Asks Permission to 
Minister to the Other Patients— 
Health Official Urges the Necessity 
of Vaccination by All the People, 


After nursing the victims of smallpox for 
three years Lieutenant Mary Kopischke, 
officer in the Salvation Army stationed in the 
levee quarter, was removed to the Isolation 
Hospital yesterday, herself a victim of the 
disease. In spite of the exposure to con- 
tagion in the tenements and lodging-houses 
she had refused to be vaccinated from fear 
of becoming ill from the vaccine and thereby 
being incapacitated for the discharge of her 
self-imposed duty. 

Three other cases of smallpox were found 
yesterday, making thirty-six cases in Chi- 
cago. 

The latest cases reported were: 

BOOTH, JOSEPH, 21 years, discovered after sev- 
eral days at the County Hospital. to be suffering 
from smallpox. 

FRENCH, MRS. W., 4001 Calumet avenue; dis- 
ease contracted from smallpox patient in same 
building two weeks ago. 

KOPISCHKE, MARY, Slum Post No. 2, 48 Polk 
street; contracted disease while working among 
smalipox patients. 

UNKNOWN PERSON, removed to Isolation Hos- 
pital late at night. 
oe smallpox is becoming decidedly more 

prevaient iri the city is admitted by Dr. 

Spalding, chief diagnostician of contagious 

diseases for the Board of Health, and he ex- 

presses the fear that it will be on the in- 
crease for several weeks. Four cases is the 
largest number thus far reported for a sin- 

gle day, and the health officers are more im- 

pressive than ever in their yee for vaccina- 

tion of everybody. 


Case of Mary Kopischke. 
Lieutenant Mary Kopischke, whose parents 
reside in Geneseo, III., has been a worker in 
the Salvation Army for several years. Though 
only 22 years of age a large share of the 
nursing of the sick in the tenement district 


devolved upon her and on her own plea the 


care of victims of infectious disease, espe- 
clally smallpox, was turned over to her. 
Yesterday morning she was unable to pro- 
ceed about her duties and the physician who 
was summoned to the Army headquarters 
pronounced her malady smallpox. She had 
been suffering since Saturday, when she com- 
plained of a headache and chills, but she in- 


sisted on making her usual rounds in search 


of persons who might be in the incipient 
stages of the disease. On Tuesday night she 
returned in almost a prostrated condition 
and in the morning she was unable to rise 
from her bed. Dr. Spalding confirmed the 
diagnosis and the young woman was sent to 
the Isolation Hospital. Her case is consid- 
ered a light one and her recovery is said to 
be certain. Before she had been at the hos- 
pital half an hour.Lieutenant Kopischke 
begged that she be allowed to assist in caring 
for victims of the malady who are consid- 
ered more dangerous. 

Mrs. W. French was removed last evening 
to the Isolation Hospital from her residence, 
4901 Calumet avenue, suffering with small 
pox. She had contracted the disease from 
a patient who. was removed from the same 


sher wai taken care of by the Health. 
rtment was that of Joseph Booth, 21 
years, Who also Wad not been vaccinated. 


School Officials Vaccinated. 

President Harris, Superintendent Nightin- 
gale, and twenty-five office employés of the 
Board.of Education were vaccinated by Dr. 
Neely of the Health department in the after-. 
noon. Among the number were five stenog- 
raphers in the various departments, one of 
whom fainted as the vaccine — entered 
her arm. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were reported 
to the Health department yesterday, being 
five fewer than were found on Tuesday. 
Fourteen scarlet fever cases were discov- 
ered. Residents of Evanston are suffering 
an epidemic of grip, pox, and 
whooping cough. 


ROOSEVELT STABS TWO 
LIONS IN CLOSE FIGHT. 


Vice President-Elect Adds More Tro- 
phies to His Prowess as a Hunter of 
Big Game at Keystone Ranch. 


Meeker, Colo., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has killed two more lions. On 
Tuesday the dogs treed a lion five miles north 
of the ranch. When the party rode up the 
lion became frightened and jumped, landing 
thirty feet away, where it was quickly 
caught by the dogs. 

Quick as thought itself, Roosevelt was out 
of his saddle and into the fight, striking 
but one blow with his knife, which passed 
through the lion’s heart. 

On Wednesday the party struck another 
lion’s trail two miles from the ranch, which 
they followed until noon, when the dogs 
treed it for a few minutes. The lion jumped, 
and, getting clear of the dogs before the 
party could reach the spot, it ran into its 
den, a. short distance away, several dogs 
following it in. By this time the hunters 
had reached the front of the den, wonder- 
ing what might become of the dogs, when 
the lion rushed out and again sought safety 
in a tree. 

For a minute the beast remained, looked 
viciously around, and then attempted to leap 
into another tree that stood not far away. 
The distance was too great, however, and the 
animal fell to the ground. 

Roosevelt was in the scuffle at once, mov- 
ing backward and forward with the fight- 
ing animals. A moment later he stabbed 
the lion in the heart, at a time when the 
animal was free from the dogs except at 
one hip. 


TALK OF BUYING OUT CARNEGIE. 


Report in New York That Big Deal Is 
Contemplated by the Federated 
Steel Company. 

New York, Jan. 17.—[{Special.]—A morning 
paper this morning prints a report that the 
Federal Steel company is about to issue 
$50,000,000 in bonds for the purpose of buying 
out Carnegie. It is asserted that a part 
will be paid in bonds and part in cash, also 
that Rockefeller and Morgan are behind the 
deal. 

During yesterday Federal Steel was active- 
ly hammered in Wall street on the rumor that 
a $10,000,000 bond issue was contemplated 
tor a new plant near Chicago. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Carnegie company today took the first step 
to fight the American. Steel Sheet company, 
the $52,000,000 combine now controlling the 
sheet steel trade, by awarding contracts for 
machinery, etc., for a thirty-mill plant at 
Duquesne, on the Monongahela River, above 
Homestead. The plant will be larger than 
anything owned by the combine.

James A. Mount, who retired from the Gov- 
ernor’s chair of Indiana last Monday noon. 


was stricken with apoplexy in his apart- 


ments in the Denison Hotel at 6:30 o'clock 
this evening and died before medical assist- 
ance could reach him. His wife, Mrs. John 
H. Baker, wife of the Judge of the Federal 
Court, and his secretary, Charles E. r 
were at his side when death came. 

Since his retirement from the 
chair Mr. Mount had been getting his af- 
fairs in shape to return to his country home 
at Shannondale, Ind. He had planned to 
leave on Friday, and was looking forward 
with pleasant anticipation to spending the 
remainder of his days in retirement. 

Late this afternoou the ex-Governor took 
a long walk by himself. He returned to his 
apartments shortly before 6 o'clock, and 
after dinner he lay down for a brief rest. 
His wife and Mrs. Baker were in the room. 
Nothing of an alarming nature was discov- 
ered until Mrs. Mount, failing to get a 
response to a question asked her husband, 
went to his side and found him unconscious. 

A physician was hastily summoned, but 


before his arrival Mr. Mount had wn 


his last.

Governor Mount made a good Executive. 
He was considered great by but a few, but 
the integrity of his administration was never 
called into question. He was known as a 
man of absolute honesty of purpose. His 
hobby was civil service reform. and he stuck 
to this through comment favorable and ad- 
verse. He was not as popular with the poll- 
ticilans of the State as some other Governors 
have been, for the reason that he could not 
be made the tool of the machine of the State. 
His honesty, fearlessness, unceasing labor, 
and public spirit won him a place in the 
hearts of a host of the citizens of the State, 


Sketch of His Life. 


James A. Mount was born in Montgomery 
County, Indiana, on March 3, 1843. He was 
brought up on a farm and knew all the hard- 
ships of a farming life. His school oppor- 
tunities were limited to a few weeks during 
the winter. In 1862 he enlisted in the Seven- 
ty-second Indiana. He served in the famous 
Wilder brigade which furnished the skir- 
mishers that were first to cross the Chatta- 
hoochee River. The history of the Seventx- 
second Indiana says: : 

Sergeant James A. Mount was the first 
soldier across the river.’’ 

After the close of the war Mr. Mount went 
to school for a year at the Lebanon Acad- 
emy. In this year he completed the studies 
allotted to a two years’ course. Menne 
which he saved while in the army . ‘ufficed 
for this year of school, but that was All, and 
he was obliged to begin active work in life. 

After leaving the Lebanon Academy Mr. 
Mount leased the home place of his father, 
taking stock and implements appraised at 
war prices and giving half of all he raised 
as rent, at the same time clearing and ditch- 
ing, for which he received no pay but gave 
half of all grown on the land thus brought 
into cultivation. At the end of nine years 
he purchased the farm. 

Mr. Mount was married to Miss Kate Boyd 
in 1867. She had just graduated from the 
Lebanon Academy, and, though not accus- 
tomed to country life, she joined in her hus- 
band’s plans and enthusiasm and by fru- 
gality and industry contributed largely to 
his remarkable success. 


LEAVES $4,750,000 TO CHARITY 


Estate of London’s Notorious Usurer 
Said to Amount in the Aggregate 
to $20,000,000.

LONDON, Jan. 16.—It is understood that 
the estate left by the late Samuel Lewis, the 
notorious usurer, amounts to $20,000, 000. Of 
this amount he expressed a desire in his will 
that his widow should expend, in her name, 
$4,750,000 for charitable objects. 

The will designates the following charities: 
For dwellings for poor persons of all creeds, 
$2,000,000; to the Princess of Wales hospital 


fund, $1,250,000; to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, $500,000; to various hospitals, 
$1,000,000. 


With the exception of $1,000,000 divided 
among relatives the entire estate is de- 
queathad to the widow.

Frank Warren Twice Stabs Elmer A. 
French, His Employer; Chases Others 
to the Sidewalk, Forces One Mar to 
Leap from a Second-Story Window, 
and Is Seemingly Contented in His 
Solitude When Police Arrive—As- 
sallant Had Been Drinking. 


A belligerent cook, knife and fork in hand, 
tried to carve a boarding-house last evening. 
His success may be summed up as follows: 
Stabbed with fork (twice)..........One proprietor

lice say, had he not been drinking. Under 
the circumstances his judgment of distance 
was faulty and some of his thrusts fell 
short. 

The cook was Frank Warren and the board- 
ing-house proprietor Elmer A. French, 2558 
Prairie avenue. Warren is under arrest, 
charged with assault with a deadly weapon. 
It is not specified whether the fork, the knife, 
or the bricks are considered deadiy. 


Cook Begins His Rampage. 

Dinner had been finished and most of the 
boarders had retired to their rooms, when 
Warren started on his rampage. He demand- 
ed the wages due him of his employer, and 
Mr. French, realizing his condition, refused 
to pay atthe time. Warren thereupon picked 
up the carving knife and fork and started for 
his employer. Mr. French side-stepped 
around the table, and Warren, ran into the 
reception-room, where a few of the boarders 
were sitting. One of them, a young woman, 
was at the plano. As Warren appeared there 
was a general scramble into the hallway and 
thence to the street, the women screaming 
and the men helpless before the armed cook. 


Routed with Knife and Fork. 


Brandishing the knife and fork at the fugi- 
tives, the cook turned and hurried through 
the house, putting to rout every one but Mr. 
French and a Mr. Snyder, a.boarder, who 
locked himself in his room on the second 
floor. French stood his ground, but this 
time was unable to dodge the thrusts of the 
cook and was twice stabbed with the fork 
in the left leg, just above the knee. He 
availed himself of an opportunity to join the 
colony outside. 


Forced to Jump from Window. 

Snyder, who had rested secure in his room, 
was next in order. Warren, unable to gain 
edmission, battered down the door with 
bricks and rushed into thé room in time to 
see Snyder leap from a window. 

Seemingly contented, the cook then stalked 
about the house until the polfce arrived a 
few minutes later. He attempted to frighten 
the police with his weapons, but they over- 
powered him and took him to the station. 
Along with the prisoner they carried the 
knife and fork and the bricks. 

Warren has been drinking heavily for 
several days,“ Mr. French told the police, 
and I think he was crazed with liquor. I 
cannot account for his action any other 
way.”

Another resolution came from the carpen- 
ters and painters demanding ‘that unions of 
the amalgamated woodworkers’ organiza- 
tion shall be debarred from representation 
in local councils and the National Council 

The palnters and carpenters claim that the 
woodworkers are employed by firmsthat pay 
iow wages, work long hours, and that their 
mien are a disturbing element in the building 


trades. 
5 To Discuss Chicago Case. 

Some lively discussions are expected to- 
morrow over the propositions for compul- 
sory arbitration under certain conditions for 
the settlement of troubles in Chicago and 
other cities, for a more definite definition of 
the relations with the American Federation 
of Labor, for a union labor plate on buildings 
erected by members of the council, and fora 
strike fund. ; 

Mangan Speaks in Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The 
bricklayers’ international convention was 
addressed by John Mangan of Chicago, Sec- 
ond Vice President of the National Building 
Trades council, urging greater organization 
among the building trades. Mr. Mangan’s 
presence before the convention was in effect 
an invitation for that body either to indorse 
or affiliate with the Natiohal Building 
Trades organization. 

While the result of the recent referendum 
on affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor is not yet given out, it is under- 
stood that the vote knocks out the proposi- 
tion quite decisively. That the proposition 
may come to the front again is probable, and 
if it should carry there would be no likelihood

does not approve of the council, and is aim- 
ing to absorb it. 


METAL WORKERS IN DEADLOCK. 


Contractors Make Proposition for Low- 
er Wages That Prevents a Settle- 
ment of Difficulties. . 


At the last moment of the conference yes- 


terday afternoon between the Arbitration 
committee of the contractors and the Sheet 
Metal Workers’ union, when it seemed as 
though an agreement was certain to be 
reached, the contractors sprung a proposi- 
tion which the union committeemen would 
not entertain, and a deadlock was the re- 
sult. The proposition of the contractors, 
which was entirely unexpected, involvéd a 
reduction in wages and a division in the 
scale between the shop men and those who 
do outside work on buildings. The com- 
mittee of the union, while given full power 
to act, did not feel it was intended by the 
union it should consider such a proposition 
and, as the contractors insisted on their de- 
mand, the former refused to treat on the 
matter, and announced they would refer 
the matter to the meeting of the union tor 
consideration, with the suggestion that it 
name another committee to treat with the 
contractors. 


The committee reported at last night’s . 


meeting of the union, and its action was in- 


| dorsed after a long discussion of the mat- 


ter. 

The Arbitration committee of the Masons 
and Builders’ association and the Hodcar- 
riers’ union had their first meeting yesterday 
to consider a proposed working agreement 
between the two organizations. The sub- 
ject was generally discussed, but definite ac- 
tion was deferred pending the meeting of the 
masons and builders today. An agreement, 
however, probably will be reached within a 
week.

DHES MENAGE TO ENGLAND 


LORD ROSEBERY WARNS AGAINST 
INDUSTRIAL RIVALS. 


Former Premier Deélares That the 
United States and Germany, with 
Their Immense Trusts and Persist- 
ent Methods, Will Some Day Face 
Great Britain in One of the Great- 
est and Most Serious Trade Wars 
the Empire Has Ever Had. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 
LONDON, Jan. 16.—At a meting of the 
Wolverhampton Chamber of Commerce 
today dex-Prime Minister Rosebery made a 
speech, in which he dealt in a most serious 


strain with the’ industrial and commercial 
competition by which Great Britain was 
faced. 


He declared that the future was dark and 


gloomy. It was difficult, even unwise, to 


try to prophesy what it might have in store. 


He was not alarmed by the constant piling up 
of immense and costly armaments by Europe. 
They rather tended toward peace than other- 
wise. 
The war, he feared, was not military. It 
was that great war of trade which was in- 
evitably coming, and which, so far as he 
could see, would be one of the greatest and 
most serious that Great Britain ever had to. 
cope with. | 


Rivals to Be Feared. 
The chief rivals to be feared,” said his 


Lordship, are America and Germany. The 


Americans, with their vast and almost incal- 


culable resources, their acuteness and enter- 


prise, and their huge population, which will 
probably be 100,000,000 in twenty years, to- 
gether with the plan they have adopted for 
putting accumulated wealth into great co- 
operative syndicates or trusts forthe purpose 
of carrying on this great commercial war- 
fare, are perhaps the most formidable. 

“On the other hand, the Germans, with 
their calculating and conquering spirit and 
the energy with which they seize and use the 
best and most economical methods, are but 
little less redoubtable than the Americans. 

“The Americans, scarcely satisfied with 
gigantic individual fortunes, use these by 
combination to make of capital a power 
which, wielded by one or two minds, is al- 
most irresistible; and, if this power is concen- 
trated against Great Britain in trade warfare, 
it will be a danger we cannot afford to dis- 


regard.“ 
One Striking Feature. | 
Lord Rosebery remarked upon one striking 
feature of the American. competitor—name- 


-ly: that the great individual fortunes being 


made in the United States were not em- 
ployed, as they probably would be in Eng- 
gland, to enable their makers to retire and 
enjoy social and other pleasures, but were 


invested in great trusts and syndicates to. 


form power for concentrating attacks on 


British trade. 
Those millions so invested could be wielded 


as an engine of warfare in such irresistible 


form as to constitute a danger which the 
British could not afford to ignore. If one 


or two of the trusts combined for the pur- 
pose of competing with any branch of British 


trade by underselling they might obtain 

such a monopoly in that branch as to almost 

drive Great Britain out of the market. 
After a further reference to Germany, Lord 


Rosebery asked what Great Britain was 


going to do te avoid defeat. He, as a lay- 


man, hesitated to attempt to answer, but if 


he did attempt to reply he should say that 
the remedy lay in education. He believed 


that the British people were the best raw 


material in the world, but he was convinced 


that ‘their commercial men required to be 


educated and trained scientifically from bot- 


tom to top.

‘Views on the Status of the Hay-

“Such has been our practice for 114 years. 
From 1787 to the present day every President, 
every Congress, all parties—Republicans and 
Democrats, Federalists and Whige—believed 
and acted on the belief that the ordinance of 
1787 and not the federal constitution was the 
fundamental law of the Térritories, with few 
exceptions, prior to 1850, and that since 1860 
the constitution has béen made operative 
merely as statutory law over new Territories 
when and to such extent as Congress deter- 
‘mined by special enactment, Never in our 


that annexation ipso facto extended the con- 
stitution nor that it existed in the Territoriés 


proprio vigore. 


Constitution Not a Soul. 

But how can the constitution extend any- 
where proprio vigore? What does proprio 
vigore here mean? Absolutely nothing. A 
constitution is only an organic law; it. has no 
inherent vitality, no life, no innate power of 
migration or expansion. It is not a soul, that 
General Harrison, or Virgil, or some other 
Pythagorean might claim transmigrates 
proprio vigore from one political body to 
another, animating each with its own vital- 
ity. It is a creature, not a creator. It does 
not act, it regulates action. It cannot create 
rights or extend itself, or do anything but 
regulate. It is itself inert; the life is in the 
people who institute it. 


Not a Legal Question. 

“ All questions incident to the acquisition 
and government of Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, whether we should annex them per- 
manently or sub modo; whether they should 
be part of our ‘ outlying dominion,’ or in- 
tegral portions of the United States; whether 
they should have local governments or be 
ruled from Washington; whether the inhab- 
ifants should be citizens or subjects; whether 
the Dingley act should apply or there should 
be separate tariffe—these and all similar 
problems of government are political, be- 
longing exclusively to the legislative and 


‘executive departments, and ‘ not within the 


province of the judiciary to contravene or 
question.’ (9 How, 154). 


Offers No Solution 


“What solution does General Harrison 
offer for these momentous problems? None 
whatever. He criticises and denounces, but 
has no remedy. If Congress can rule with 
plenary power, he says, it will be an un- 
American’ government, a state of vaseal- 
age’; ‘tyranny’ will prevail, and it will be 
altogether shocking; Porto Ricans and 
Filipinos will be ‘ slaves;’ the principles of 
the declaration will be abandorred: and our 
revolutionary fathers, who fought ‘for 
righté, not privileges—for a constitution, not 
a letter of instructions,’ will be disgraced in 
their descendants. . 

But such fervid rhetoric adds nothing to 
a constitutional argument. Indian Territory, 
for ninety-eight years, and Alaska, for thirty- 
four, have been unorganized Territories. 
The constitution has not been operative 
therein; they had no local government, and 
few federal statutes. For four years Presi- 
dent Harrison's administration ruled them 
strictly from Washington—more absolutely 
than the present administration is ruling 
Porto Rico, with its local government, and 
the Philippines, with the Taft commission. 
Were the inhabitants of Alaska and Indian 
Territory ‘slaves’? Were they in a state 
of vassaiage’? Was their ernment ‘ un- 
American’? Did General Harrison flagrant- 
ly violate the Declaration and merit the 
maledictions of our revolutionary fathers? 


Harrison’s Own Policy. 

Let us go a step farther. Who was it that 
inaugurated’ our present insular and extra- 
territorial policy? That policy received its 
first practical and definite expression in the 
transmission to Congress by President Har- 
rison on Feb. 15, 1893, of a treaty providing 
for the immediate annexation of Hawaii. 
He then said: 

“*The treaty does not attempt to deal in 
detail with the questions that grow out of 
the annexation. . The commissioners 
representing the Hawallan government have 
consented to leave to the future and to the 
just and benevolent purposes of the United 
States the adjustment of all such questions. 
If it meets the approval of the Senate, peace 
and good order will be secured in the islands 
under existing law until such time as Con- 

ress can provide by legislation a permanent 

orm of government for the islands.’ 

“General Harrison is here confronted with a 
distressing dilemma. Was he right in 1883 
or is he right now? He urged Congress to 
annex immediately, but only sub modo, as 
we have annexed Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, and then the operation of the consti-

Mrs. Sturges manifested deep interest in 
charitable work, and was well known for 
her many unostentatious gifts to charitable 
enterprises. She was interested in the Field 
Museum, to the founding of which she con- 
tributed $50,000. Her residence when in Chi- 
‘cago was at 107 Lincoln Park boulevard, and 
she was one of the prominent members af St. 
James’ Church. . 

The last few years she spent little of her 
time in this city, -her summers being passed 
with her family in her Lake Geneva home, 
while during the winter it was her custom 
to go to California ot the East. Her daugh- 
ters, Mrs. William F. Dummer and the 
Misses Marion, Helen, and Clara Sturges, 
accompanied their mother on her last jour- 
ney, and were with her at the time of her 
death.

: Leavenworth People Silent. 

Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 16.—[{Special.}— 
The news that the Kansas Legislature had 
decided to investigate and fix the responsi- 
bility for the murdering of Fred Alexander 
has caused an uneasy and unpleasant feeling 
in Leavenworth. The mob leaders were bold 
and defiant yesterday, parading around with 
Alexander, but today they have warned a 
photographer not to print any pictures show- 
faces. 

e Coroner was unable to get any wit- 
nesses today to testify to anything connect- 
ed with the killing of Alexander, although 
5,000 people witnessed 
The Chronicle, the paper partially owned 
and controlled by Mayor Neely, contained 
an editorial tonight defending the killing of 
Alexander and the actions of the mob. 

The funeral of Fred Alexander today was 
attended only by the undertaker and his * 
alstants. The remains were buried in - 
potter's field. . 

‘Miss Thole said that the announcement 
that she had identified Alexander was erro- 
neous. She only said that Alexander looked 
like the nran, but she was not positive about it. 


Sheriff’s Queer Explanation. 


Sheriff Everhardy, who, together with 
Warden Tomlinson of the penitentiary, is 
responsible for the removal of Alexande 
from the penitentiary, today said: “Id 
my duty so far as lay within my power, but 
I was overwhelmed by superior numbers. 
I told the warden I would land Al®xander in 
the county jail, and I did. I locked the man 
up and did not give up the keys. I deplore 
the fact that Alexander was bu . Idia 
my full duty as Sheriff of worth 
County.“

DENY BOSSCHIETER MURDER. 


Accused in Paterson, N. J., Case Declare 
They Were Acting from Motives 
of Kindness. 


Paterson: N. J., Jan. 16.—Counsel for the 
defense in the Jennie Bosschieter murder 
trial today practically closed their case, 
William A. Death, Walter L. McAlister, and 
Andrew Campbell, the three men on trial 
for the murder, went upon the stand in their 
own behalf and told their versions of the 
events of the night Jennie Bosschieter met 
her death while in their company. They told 
the same story practically, and their testi- 
mony varied but little as to details. 

The plea set up by counsel for the three de- 
fendants was a general and specific denial 
of all the accusations made against the men. 
He opened with an aftack on the moral char- 
acter of the dead girl, and claimed that the 
prisoners were in no way responsible for the 
death of Jennie Bosschieter. 

* McAlister, Death, and Campbell were each 
on the stand. Their testimony was on the 
line that they were acting on a generous im- 
pulse when they took the girl out of the sa- 
loon to the hack. They had thought a drive 
in the fresh air would do her good, and had 
taken her across the river out into the coun- 
try. They had lifted the girl out of the hack 
because she was sick, and they had con- 
ducted themselves like humanitariafis in 
their efforts to bring her back to her senses. 
They had taken her to the brook to obtain 
water. They would have taken her home 
after she was dead, but when they reached 
the neighborhood they saw persons about. 
The State, which was beaten yesterday in 
the effort.to introduce the confession said to 
have been made by Campbell, succeeded in 
getting it all in in even more detailed a man- 
ner than would have been possibie yeaterday. 
Tomorrow the summing up will occur, and

This commission will consist of four mem- 
bers from each country. It will be their 
duty to report upon the condition and uses 
of the waters adjacent to the boundary line 
between the United States and Canada, in- 
cluding all the waters of the lakes and rivers 
whose waters flow by the St. Lawrence River 


to the Atlantic Ocean. It will also report on 


the effect upon the shores of these waters 
and the structures thereon, and upon the 
interests of navigation by reason of the di- 
version of these waters from their natural 
flow, and to report measures necessary to 
regulate these diversions. 

The President is authorized to appoint this 
commission, which is given authority to em- 
ploy such surveyors, experts, and other per- 
sons necessary for carrying out the provis- 
fons of the proposed law. An appropriation 
of $20,000 is authorized to pay the portion 
of the expenses chargeable the United States. 

This was adopted as an amendment to the 
river and harbor appropriation bill, and as

WARSHIP TO WATCH VENEZUELA 


Gunboat Scorpion to Proceed to the 
Port Nearest the American Asphalt 
Concession. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—At the re- 
quest of the State department the Navy de- 
partment has instructed Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sargent of the Scorpion to proceed 
at once from La Guayra to Guanoco, Vene- 
zuela, to protect American interests, upon re- 
ports that the revolutionary movement there 
is increasing and the attempt is making to 
take possession of the arms of the New York 
and Bermudez company. Commander Sar- 
gent has been instructed to avoid bloodshed 
and the destruction of property if possible. 

Guanoco is not to be found on the ordinary 
charts, but is said to be the nearest point to 
the asphalt concessions accessible to the 
Scorpion, lying up the Orinoco River about 
two days’ run from La Guayra, so that the 
warship should be at the seat of the trouble 
before the end of the present week.

LOSS TO SHIP INTERESTS. 


Vessel-Owners Complain of Dan- 
gerous Currents and Low 
Water. 


FAVORCONTROL BYCONGRESS 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Farrington called the Lake Carriers’ 
association to order this morning, there being 


the largest attendance recorded in years. 


The feature of the session today was the 
report of the Board of Managers in which 
they declare that the operation of the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal has caused serious 
injury to navigation interests and favor- 
ing government control of the channel. The 
report says: 

The premature opening of the Chicago 

Drainage Canal, reversing the natural flow 
of the Chicago River and creating a swift, 
irregular, and dangerous current therein, has 
caused much anxiety and loss to vessel-own- 
ers. 
From the opening of navigation in 1900 
vessels were delayed and damaged in collision 
with other vessels, bridges, and docks. Tug 
bills showed enormous increase and impor- 
tant losses in earnings followed inability to 
load vessels to their normal capacity owing 
to the dangerous currents and shallow water, 
particularly over the river tunnels. 


Injury to Navigation. 


There is no doubt that the operation of 
the incomplete drainage canal has caused 
serious injury to navigation interests and to 
property on the Chicago River. It is not just 
that this injury should remain without com- 
pensation and with the prospect of additional 
losses at the opening of the next season of 
navigation. 

The United States authorities have it in 
their power to exercise such control over the 
operation of the canal as to minimize the 
danger and expense therefrom, and a united 
effort at law, if necessary, should be made 
by those injured to effect a recovery from the 
Sanitary Trustees. 

It is gratifying to know that the subject 
is at last receiving attention at Washington.” 


Some Annual Statistics. 


The report of operations of the associa- 
tion during the last year, presented by 
Secretary Keep, shows the tonnage enrolled 
as 842,248 tons, an increase of more than 
80,000 tons over the tonnage of the preceding 
year and an increase during the last two 
years of more than 150,000 tons. The ton- 
nage of the association for 1894 was 590,000 
tons. With two exceptions the tonnage of 
the associatjon now includes all the fleets of 
importance on the great lakes. Of the total 
tonnage of 842,248 tons 577,000 tons was 
made up of vessels of over 1,400 met regis- 
tered tonnage. 

The amount of dues collected to date Is 
$25,933.17, and there are still about $275 un- 
collected. The amount already collected 
shows an increase over last season of about

BEWARE OF THE sRORET BALLOT! 

It is difficult to imagine why any man 
who will take part in the caucus at Spring- 
field today and who wishes to vote for a 
good candidate for the Senate should hesi- 
tate to have his ¢hoice known to the peo- 
ple who elected him. Why should any- 
body be ashamed of the vote he desires to 
give or be afraid to have the public know 
for whom he has voted? 

It is well enough to say, in talking to 
the marines, that the secret ballot “ pro- 
motes honesty and facilitates the expres- 
sion of a judicious choice. The truth is 
that the introduction of that ballot in the 
United States, as regards Senatorial nomina- 
tions, and the extension of its use, must lead 
to widespread corruption. The opportuni- 
ties for bribery, either through the use of 
patronage or the direct use of money, will be 
multiplied indefinitely as the secret ballot 
becomes more general, and it becomes 
more difficult to know how a man has voted, 
and as a consequence to determine whether 
he has voted in accordance with his convic-. 
tions, or the wishes of his constituents, or 
for a money or other consideration. 4 

It is difficult, nay more, it is impossible, 
to give a decent reason for the introduc- 
tion of the secret ballot in Senatorial elec- 
tions, No honest reason can be advanced 
for a dishonest system. If that system 
gains a foothold in this country the demand 
for the election of Senators by the popular 
vote will become urgent and irresistible. 

The people have .a right. to know, for 
whom their representatives vote for. Sena- 
tors. It the representatives take refuge 
in the darkness of the secret ballot, the 
people will strip them of a power they have 

OUTRAGEOUS STREET CAR SERVICE. 

In his report to the stockholdets of the 
Chicago City railway on Tuesday President 
Hamilton said: “The traffic of the year 
has responded to the efforts of the company 
to please its patrons, to the large increase 
in the number of cars in service, and the 
careful attention to the running of the 
same.“ 

It the company had depended for increased 
revenues on its “efforts to please” alone 
there would have been no increase. The 
public is not aware that such efforts have 
been made during the last year or for many 
previous years. 

If it were the aim of this traction com- 
pany to please it would do so by improv- 
ing its service. The street car service in all 
divisions of the city is antiquated and out 
of date. It needs general reformation. 
The cumbersome cable trains of four cars 
sometimes, which jolt slowly along, ob- 
structing the streets, shaking up passengers, 
furnishing slow transit, and occasioning 
serious accidents, should be done away with. 

The street car service in this city reflects 
no credit on any of the companies. It would 


be rejected in any good-sized country vil- | 
lage as not adequate to its needs. A day 


of reckoning will come for the traction com- 
panies if they do not reform soon. The 
public will remember what it has suffered 
from bad service when the time comes to 
decide whether the franchises of the com- 
panies shall be extended, and if so for how 
long. If extended, these companies will be 
required to pledge themselves to make 
“ efforts to please by doing away with the 


abominable transportation methods they 


defiantly adhere to. 

Why are not improvements in the service 
made? The need is only too plain. The 
crowding of cars night and morning, the 


continued operation of long trains, thereby 


endangering street traffic and foot passen- 
gers, and retarding speed on account of the 
great number of passengers for whom a 
train gripman must stop, and the lack of 
grooved rails are among the more serious 
defects. 

To say that the service on the South 
Side is better than on the North and West 
Sides is only to recall conditions in those 
divisions of the city which (especially the 
abuse of crowding) have become positively 
disgusting and have given plausibility to 
charges by a resigning officer of the Union 
Traction company that the present manage- 
ment is endeavoring to wreck the company 
by diverting passengers to the elevated 
roads. It is a source of no little comfort 
that the city is preparing to deal in a busi- 
ness-like and effective manner with this 
whole subject. | 

The usual 12 per cent dividend was de- 
clared on the $13,500,000 of outstanding 
stock of the Chicago City company, and it 
was voted to issue $5,000,000 more of stock, 


nearly that amount of bonds which are about 
to mature. At,the present market rate of 
$2.54 per share, the valueof the outstanding 
stock is $34,290,000, although it represents 
an investment only equa) to its face. 

The contrast between these two amounts 
suggests the profitableness of the street 
railway business in Chicago on the basis of 
a five-cent fare and the wrong done to the 
city in the continuance of present accommo- 
dations. 


HANGING UP HARLAN’S NOMINATION. 
While it is possible for an unfriendly eritie 
to impute improper motives to the President 
in the matter of the appointment of James 
S. Harlan as Attorney General ef Porto 
Rico, it is not conceivable by anybody who 
is. acquainted with the circumstances of 
the case that there is anything sinister as- 
sociated with it, The President of the Unit- 
ed States does not imagine that he can in- 
finence the opinion of a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, and least of all that of Jus- 
tiee Harlan, who is one of the most in- 
flexible and independent men in the United 
States. He wil pursue the even tenor of 
his way and render his decision according 
to his conscience and his best judgment, 
uninfluenced by the appointment to office 
under the general government of one or 
forty sons. 
Apart from that, the appointment which 
has been conferred upon Mr. Harlan, which 
was refused by him before the present in- 
cumbent was appointed, is not particularly 
lucrative or in other respects attractive. 
It is not in any way alluring to a man of 
his attainments and his standing in his 
| profession. The salary is only $4,000 a 
| year, This is less than he can make at 
his profession, for he is recognized as one 
of the leading young men at the Chicago 
bar. He is a studious, well-balanced man, 
whe, in the opinion of his friends, has a

CAUSE OF THE KANSAS HORROR. 
he burning of a negro at Limon, Colo., 
in November last. for criminal assault has 
now been followed by a similar outrage at 
Leavenworth, Kas. Frederick Alexander, a 
negro, has been burned at the stake for the 
alleged murder of one girl and for attempt- 
ing eriminal assault upon another. In the 
one case, as in the other, the lynching was 
an odious and atrocious crime, for which 
there are no extenuating circumstances. It 


was not proven nor was there strong evi- 


dence against Alexander to sustain the 
charge of murder, so that he was really 
burned for ‘attempting to assault a young 
woman, who escaped from him. : 

Admitting that the crime of the mob was 
cruel and thet the Sheriff was derelict in 
‘duty in not calling for the aid of the militia, 
Still there are one or two points in this con- 
nection which deserve serious consideration. 
Capital punishment has been practically 
abolished. in Kansas as in Colorado. Had 
not this been true it is likely that neither of 
the outrages complained of would have oc- 
curred. Two lynchings in adjoining States 
may not cause a reaction of public senti- 
ment with reference to capital punishment, 
and those who have favored its abolition 
may “restudy” the question and modify 
their views. There are some offenses which 
cannot be expatiated by any other penalty 
than death, in the present condition of pub- 
lic sentiment, and criminal assault is one 
of them. 
Again, there arises the old question of 
popular distrust of courts and the adminis- 
tration of justice. These lynchings, North 
and South, are protests against “the in- 
solence of office and the law's delay.“ They 
show that people feel great uncertainty not 
alone as to the ordinary administration of 
criminal justice but as to the probability of 
persons caught red handed being punished. 
When Judges exercise the right of “ sus- 
pending sentences,” as many do in Chicago, 
and Governors pardon men guilty of of- 
fenses as rank as those committed by Bank- 
ere Magill and Schintz, not because there 
were palliating circumstances but because 
they are rich and have great influence; 
when courts of justice operate under laws 
formulated and retained upon the statute 
books by lawyers in order to make justice 
slow and expensive, and Judges exert their 
efforts in the direction of delay in the pun- 
ishment of criminals; when criminals are 
sent to the penitentiary upon “ indetermi- 
nate sentences” and are released upon 
“parole” and left free to commit more 
crimes—it is not surprising that people have 
no faith in the administration of justice. 

Without doubt this popular feeling of dis- 
trust has much to do with the frequent 
outbreaks of, lawlessness and the infliction 
of cruel and irregular punishment by mobs. 
It is only a reawakening of the spirit which 
was rampant in California in the days of 
the Vigilance committee. 

It behooves lawyers and legislators to see 
that some corrections are made in the crim- 
inal code so that there can be reasonable 
assurance that guilty persons will be pun- 
ished, that the punishment will not be de- 
layed overlong, that criminals shall not 
escape altogether by reason of technicalities, 
and that there shall be no more releases 
from penitentiaries because of defective 
“ mittimuses or by Governors upon whom 
influence has been brought to bear. 

While no excuse can be made for such 
needless cruelty as was practiced at Limon 
and Leavenworth, it does carry with it an 
indictment of those who have the making 
and executing of laws. The grossly lax 
and wabbly manner in which justice is ad- 
ministered may be justly considered the 
chief cause of mob violence. 


THE RIGHTS OF PROFESSORS. 

Last November Professor Ross was forced 
to resign from the faculty of the Stanford 
University because he had publicly attacked 
a corporation in which Mrs. Stanford was 
interested. A few days ago Professor 
Howard was likewise forced out for making 
a similar attack while defending Ross. Now 
Professors Hudson and Little have resigned 
out of friendship for Howard. The original 
action of Mrs. Stanford is regarded as an at- 
tempt to crush the right of free speech, and 
the excitement among the students and in- 
structors bids fair to cause serious injury to 
the institution. : 
- Unquestionably there is some element of 
justice in the protest of the faculty against 
the arbitrary action of Mrs. Stanford in re- 
quiring the resignation of the professors 
who had expressed opinions that did not hap- 
pen to meet with her approval. On the other 
hand, there has been too much posing by the 
Presidents and professors of universities 
and colleges on questions which do not come 
practically within their field of research. 
Some professors have taken advantage of 
their positions to court undeserved notoriety 
| by giving their views about questions on 

which they had no expert knowledge, and 
which they had studied only superficially, if 
at all. It must be confessed that some pro- 
fessors in the University of Chicago have 
been decidedly guilty of what is called 
“loose expectoration of speech on subjects 
about ‘which they knew comparatively lit- 
tle, and on which they were no better quali- 
fied to pass judgment than the ordinary citi- 
zen. 
These unimportant opinions are being 
asked for and printed merely because the 
men who utter them are connected with a 
great university. It is impossible te draw a 
hard and fast line, but it is proper to say that 
a university professor should not express 
himself on public questions when the reason 
for soliciting his views lies merely in his 
connection with a noted institution. In 


other words, he should not judulge his love of

The burning at the stake of a negro on the 
soll of Kansas will strike many people as 
being a historical paradox. For the ten 
years just previous to the civil war the 
‘battle for the negro’s freedom was mainly 
fought in the then Territory of Kansas, at 
least so far as actual physical violence was 
concerned. John Brown lived in Ossawato- 
mie, Kas., with his sons, and there com- 
menced the attacks on slavery which ended 

with his cap- 
ture at Har- 


pers Ferry. 
There was 
civil war in 


Kansas over 
the slavery 
question as 
early as 1856. 
Its soil was 
invaded by a 
“Northern 
army and by 
Southern sym- 
athizgers. 
en were 
shot, hanged, 
* tarred and 
I feathered 
oba on both sides. 
Pitched battles were fought and more than 
zone Kansas town was burned to the ground. 
When the rebellion broke out the State of 
Kansas furnished to the union army 23,000 
men, a greater percentage of its population 
than that furnished by any other State. 
The fight for the control of Kansas became 
active when in 1854 Congress passed resolu- 
tions organizing the Territory, to be admitted 
later as a State, with or without slavery. 
Immediately a body of pro-slavery men 
from Missouri crossed the river and laid out 
Leavenworth, the first city in the Territory. 
During the next month a body of emigrants 
from Massachusetts, sent out as an anti- 
slavery colony, settled at Lawrence and 
organized a “squatter government.” A 
few months later Andrew H. Reeder of 
Pennsylvania, destined to play many parts 
in the coming fight, was appointed the first 
Governor of the Territory. Meanwhile the 
slavery men of Missouri were forming secret 
societies and planning schemes for con- 
trolling the government of Kansas. When

swarmed

ing hundreds 
of illegal 
votes, suc- 
ceeded in se- 
curing the 
election of 
the pro-slav- 
ery candidate.

ately held at Lawrence to protest against the 
outrage. The same month four sons of John 
Brown settled at Ossawatomie. In the spring 
of 1885, when Representatives were chosen 
for the State Legislature, 1,000 armed men 
marched into the Territory from Missouri 
and insisted on voting. A Leavenworth man 
who ventured to protest was carried away 
into Missouri and there tarred, feathered, and 
ridden on a rail. The Free-Soilers met at 
Lawrence in response to this outrage and an- 
nounced that if the men of, Missouri wanted 
war they were ready to meet the issue. 
When the first Legislature met at Pawnee 
the pro-slavery members, who had been elect- 
ed by fraudulent votes, at once drove out the 
few “ free soil’’ members and changed the 
seat of g 0 
ernment. 
Meanwhile

Reeder had 
been accused 
of official ir- 
regularities 
and was re- 
moved from 
office, and a 
convention of 
“Free-Soilers”’ 
met and repu- 
diated all the 
acts of the 
L e gisilature. 
Wilson

to succeed Reeder as Governor, and he got 
to his new scene of duty just in time for 
serious trouble. The former Governor, Reed- 
er, had been elected to Congress by the free 
soil’’ party, and the slavery men met in con- 
vention and declared that to decline to obey 
the laws passed by the recent Legislature was 
treason. Two or three men were killed in 
quarrels over this question, and a body of 800 
“ free soil’ men, including John Brown and 
his four sons, enlisted to protect themselves, 
while 1,500 armed Missourians marched over 
to oppose them. Governor Shannon was able 
to prevent a collision and both forces finally 
dispersed. Amidst tremendous excitement

Then civil war broke out in deadly earnest, 
Captain Pate started out with an armed 
body to “ destroy old Brown” at Ossawato~ 
mie. He captured two of John Brown's sons, 
one of whom, John Jr., was driven insane by 
the inhuman treatment which he recetved, 
John Brown the elder organized a little 
of armed men to follow Pate's force and, u 
a pitched battle, compelled its surrender. A 
few weeks later Pate and his followets 
sacked and burned the Town of Ossawato- 
mie. For more than a month the fighting 
continued, and the Missouri River was clesed 


Meanwhile the national government wag 
taking a hand in the struggle. A bill admit- 
ting Kansas as a State was passed by the 
Lower House of Congress in June, 1856. Un 
der this bill the free soil constitution wag 
recognized. On that account it was defeated 
in the Senate.

ated fourteen slaves, and brought them back 
to Kansas; Horace Greeley and Abraham 
Lincoln made speeches within the boundaries 
of the State and gradually the free soll” 
forces gained control. Finally, in 1860 the Na- 
tional House of Representatives voted to ad- 
mit Kansas as a State under the so-called 
Wyandotte constitution.

President Johnson left for the East sant 
evening for a week's trip over that end of the 
circult, to keep in touch with the latest de- 
velopments there.

Recent Census on Animals in the 
Country Declared to Be of 
Great Value. 


CHICAGO MAN AS A POET. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 16.—[{Special.] 
Laws to regulate the dairy trade and com- 
pel the manufacturers of butter to furnish 
a pure article and one that is what it appears 
to be were suggested by one speaker before’ 
the National Live Stock association cunven- 
tion in this city today. 

This man, Colonel John F. Hobbs of New 
York. said the legislation he proposed was 
far more necessary than the anti-oleomar- 
garine bill now before Congress. 

According to Mr. Hobbs, whose subject was 
“ Oleomargarine vs. Dairy Butter,” if the 
attack on oleomargarine in Congress is suc- 
cessful it will be the beginning of a series of 
pernicious statutes which will strangle com- 
petition in many lines. He quoted other in- 
dustries which could come into the same 
class, as mercerized cotton, which looks like 
silk; lardine and cottolene, which compete 
with lard; cotton oll, which does the work of 
olive oil; and glucose, which enters into 
competition with Gane sugar. 

Mr. Hobbs asked? , 

“Is butter entitled to a monopoly of the 
smear market, and is it right or advantageous 
to force a trust of this kind upon the people 
and to force its product into the stomachs of 
the people at 30 cents a pound for a 12 cents 
to 15 cents article?“ 

As to the proposed tax on colored oleomar- 
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garine Mr. Hobbs said: 

The great bulk of butter sold is of a poor, 
white, waxy kind. It is simply flavored with 
cultures and brightened by art. 

There is more renovated butter made in 
this country than there is gleomargarine. 
This stuff is made by blowing old, rancid 
butter through milk, rechurning it, and thén 
marketing it as pure Elgin creamery butter. 

*“ Sousing butter full of salty water is an- 
other fake. Much of the butter now on the 
market contains as high as 20 per cent and 
more of these foreign substances, one-fifth of 
its body.“ 

Illinois Man on Pure Food. 

D. W. Willson of Minois, who spoke of 
“The Buttered Side of the Question, made 
a plea for laws that would prevent fraud in 
the sale of any foodarticle. He said that it 
was a serious question whether any other 
method than that of eliminating the color 
from oleomargarine could be found to pre- 
vent its sale as butter. Even if not sold as 
butter, he declared, the most of it was con- 
sumed as the real article. 

In asking the convention to pass resolu- 
tions demanding a national pure food law, 
Mr. Willson said:

That being 
the case, there seems to be no reason why 
the power of the general government should 
not be exercised in the same way along that 
line to see that the food products put upon 
the market are what y purport to be and 
that the consumer shall be protected from 
fraud.“ 
Tells of Live Stock Census. 

L. G. Powers, chief statistician in charge 
of agriculture in the Census office in Wash- 
ington, told the convention of the im- 
‘portance of the figures on live stock secured 
in last year’s count. He went into details on 
the work of enumeration and explained its 
various branches, showing how it gave fig- 
ures on animals in cities as well as the stock 
on the range and on farms. Hesaid: 

A moment’s consideration of these fig- 
ures brings out forcibly the reason Great 
Britain purchases horses and mules in the. 
United States for the south African war. To 
have taken all the horses and mules needed 
in this war from her own farms would in a 
little more than a year have reduced the 
available work animals on the farms to 
three-fourths of their normal number. Be- 
fore this limit could be reached England 
would yield to the Boer demands rather than 
suffer the resulting calamity that would 
follow the collapse of her agriculture: at 
home.“ 

In closing his address, Mr. Powers dis- 
cussed other phases of the live stock in- 
dustry, declaring that American meats prac- 
tically feed the world.

The Finance committee of County 


board yesterday began the drafting of the 
appropriation bill for the current year. An 
all day meeting was held in the private office 
of Circuit Court Clerk Cooke, and was de- 
voted to a general discussion of proposed 
methods by which the county’s expenses may 
be kept within the revenue. A cut of ap- 
proximately $300,000 is necessary. 


The result of the day’s deliberations shows 


that President Hanberg’s proposition that 
$1,000 be clipped off the salary of each mem- 
ber of the County board, thus saving $15,000, 
will be fought by a number of commissioners. 
Secret sessions will be the order until the 
annual budget is completed. 


County Controller Monaghan presented his 


estimates of the earnings of the fee offices 
during the year, showing that $1,101,000 from 
this source is expected. Last year the esti- 
mates of fee earnings were $1,237,000. 


The recommendation of the Circuit Court 


Judges that seventeen men be dropped in the 
County Clerk’s office and a like number in 
the County Treasurer's office, while other 
departments be allowed their regular forces, 
with the understanding that all employés 
drawing $1,000 a year or over shall work but 
eleven months, was considered. It is foared 
that employés would resort to the courts and 
geek to secure the extra month’s pay. 


County Clerk Knopf is preparing a revised 


Statement of the probable receipts from the 
tax levy. Under the law allowing the county 
75 cents on each $100 of assessed valuation 
the income from taxes will be near $1,900,000. 
The Finance committee will hold daily ses- 
sions until the work is completed.
